UR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY , Zaking to their 
Confideration , That the City of Glalgow is amongſt the moſt 
confiderable of the Royal! Burrows within Their Ancient King- 
dem of Scotland, beth for the Number of Inhabitants, and 
their fingalar fitneſs and Application to Trade, and the Con- 
vevient Situation of the Place upon the River of Clyde; And that the Come 
me god of the ſaid City bath been greatly waſted and exbanſted, by drain- 
rg D aft Sums of Money from M . who were not freely Elected and 
ew, 45 is uſual in otber Royal Burrows: And likewiſe confidering the 
firm Adberence, and conſtant Zeal for the Proteflant Religion, of the Com- 
munity of the ſaid City, Their Majefties did gr ant a full and ample Charter, 
in favours of the ſaid City of Glasgow, and the Common Council thereof, 
Confirming all former Charters granted to them by any of their Royal Predee 
ceſſors, in Favours of the Commanity of the ſaid Citie, or Gild-Bretbren, 
Tradesmen, or any Society or Deacoury within the ſamen : And alſo of new 
2 and Diſponing to the [aid City, and Common Council thereof, a 
full and ample Power, Right and Faculty of EleAing their Proveft, Baulies, 
and other Magiffrats, at the ordivary time of Eleftion; als freey als any „ 
ther Royal Burgh might do within Their ſaid Aucient Kingdom, promiſing 
is Confirm the ſoreſaid Charter in the next Parliament, 7 mad os Tbeir 
Majeſties, with Advice and Conſent of the Elates of Parliament, de Statute, 
Enafl, a Ordain, That the City of Glaſgow, ana Town Council theredf, 
all bave Pewer and Priviledge to chooſe their owe Magiſtrates, Provoſt, 
Bailies, and other: Officers within Bargh, als fully, and 4 freely in all re- 


ſpefls, as the City of Edinburgh, or any other Royal Burgh within tbe 
Kingdom enjoys the ſame; Beginning the fr Eleflien at Michaelmaſs 
next, and ſo forth yearly in time coming. And farther, Their Majeſtics, 
— do Ratiffe, rm and Approve the foreſaid Charter 

ae by them in favours of the Community, and Common Council of 
— of the date the qth day of January 1690. In the whole Heads, 
Articles, and Clauſes thererf, als fully and amply, as if the ſamen were word 
by word bercein ingrofſed : Whereanent their Majeſties, with Conſent foreſaid 
do bereby Diſdence fer now aud ever. It is always hereby expreſly provided 
and declared, That this preſent ad Hall be without prejudice or þ 
on te their Majeſties of therr Rights to the Regality of Glasgow, or other 
Rig bes, 1 as to the Power and Freedom of the Burgb of Glasgow. is 
ion to the choofing of their own Magiſtrates, and th ſeveral Ereflions
